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2,500 Activists, 
Ministers Invade 
Denver 

DENVER, COLO. - The 
Rocky Mountain city wel¬ 
comed two national Gay 
conferences in recent 
weeks. Four hundred 
leaders gathered to dis¬ 
cuss How to -" proceed 
after Miami and an addi¬ 
tional 2,100 gathered for 
a one week annual inter¬ 
national meeting of 
Metropolitan Community 
Church. Gay bars were 
packed and the Cosmo¬ 
politan Hotel, head¬ 
quarters of the MCC 
meet, rocked with song, 
business sessions and 
spirited sermons. The 
MCC session was pre¬ 
ceded by a crowded 2-day 
schedule at a local Uni¬ 
tarian Church, billed as a 
National Gay Leadership 
Conference. Combined, 
the two conferences 
brought together more 


leadership. MCC an¬ 
nounced its expansion also 
into Africa, Australia, 
New Zealand, Canada and 
Great Britain. 

The 109 church bodies 
of MCC sent representa¬ 
tives from around the 
world. Twenty attended 
from the San Francisco 
church, headed by its 
local ministers Rev. 
Chuck Larsen, Rev. Jane 
Taylor and Rev. Bruce 
Hill. The localites were 

g le*hsed to announce a 
alifornia legal victory 
which will mean that 
MCC may now send minis¬ 
ters and its church litera¬ 
ture into California 
prisons. A similar suit is 
pending now on a national 
level to force the Federal 
Prisons administration to 
permit MCC ministers and 
literature.

One of these is 
Rev. Troy Perry, founder 
of MCC, who told the 
leadershi p conference 
earlier, "Gay liberation is 
not picketing or demon¬ 
strating. It is coming to 
terms with who you are 
and what you are.

NGTF Meets 
With U.S. 
Immigration & 
Naturalization 
Service Officials 

In the first of a series 
of meetings to be held 
with the National Gay 
Task Force, the U.S. Im¬ 
migration and Naturaliza¬ 
tion Service agreed to 
survey and re-assess its 
policies and procedures 
affecting Lesbians and 
Gay men. The INS ac¬ 
knowledged that a double 
standard exists in the ap¬ 
plication of various provi¬ 
sions of the law. and it 
confirmed that m many 
instances homosexuals are 
required to meet higher 
standards for establishing 
"good moral character" (a 
key requirement for 
aliens) them are demanded 
of heterosexuals. It fur¬ 
ther admitted that a 
second double standard 
exists inasmuch as the 
criteria applied to famous 
aliens entering this coun¬ 
try are more lenient than 
for others. The Service 
acknowledged that some 
of these policies have 
been unjust. Top officials 
agreed to review all of 
these issues.

Through his Washington. D.C., contacts, Joe 
Coors must be aware that the Birch's number one 
spokesperson in the capital is Rep. Lawrence 
McDonald (D - Georgia) who recently introduced an 
amendment to the Legal Assistance Bill which would 
bar poor Gays from receiving free legal aid. 

No one can recall Joe Coors protesting when 
the May, 1977, Birch magazine ran a major article, 
"There Is No Such Thing As A Good Fairy." The 
article says that the real issue is "whether homo¬ 
sexuals have the right to commit perversion." It had 
a full-page photo of a Houston youth's head being 
placed in a wheelbarrow. The caption says, "So 
much for alleged pervert rights." 

Joe Coors is protected at the factory by public 
relations men who do not discuss politics. They say 
that the politics of Joe Coors is a private matter. 
They also do not discuss the Coors Employees 
Political Action Group that collects money to 
support ultra-conservative politicians, nor do they 
discuss Joe Coors' personal habit of collecting large 
sums from employees to support candidates that 
oppose social legislation and minority rights in the 
nation's capital.

Holly Coors is one of the most charming, naive, 
and misguided persons with whom I have ever talked. 
Closeted away in her Golden, Colorado, estate, she 
holds firm to her conviction that there should be 
"hope" for the homosexual who wishes to give up 
that "sinful" life. She supports Kings Ministry, a 
"born again" group of allegedly "former" homosexu¬ 
als who wish to help Gay people who want to try to 
become heterosexual. 

Joe Coors' wife spoke warmly of homosexuals, 
who, she says, should have a "good alternative if 
they want out. If they want out, the church should 
help them, as they should help alcoholics or any 
other sinners." She adds, "Of course, we are all 
sinners." 


Joe Coors must be aware that the Birch Society 
has repeatedly praised Police Chief Ed Davis of Los 
Angeles for his anti-Gay stand. Davis has spoken at 
Birch functions on homosexuality. Coors might have 
read in his copy of OPINION that Metropolitan 
Community Church is the "pervert" church.

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Why did she think that the Coors Company had 
a lie detector test that some homosexuals felt 
screened them out as potential employees? . . . 
"Well, they want to get the best people. Homo¬ 
sexuals are not any less moral than anyone else. 
Maybe they are trying to find out if a person has a 
criminal record." 

Organized homosexuals appeared to bother 
Holly Coors. She said that homosexuals should not 
demand their rights as a special group, that this was 
"asking for special treatment.' "However," she 
added, "they should have equal civil rights too." 

Holly commented on the subject of homosexu¬ 
ality becoming so well publicized. She said that she 
even used the word "Gay" because "everyone does." 
She felt that the publicity given to homosexuality 
had made it a "fad for some people. Joe's wife said 
that Gay people should not be ^'locked into it." 

In a moment of real concern, Holly Coors said 
that the parents of a Gay woman had come to her 
for advice.

She later said that she knew that there were Gay 
Episcopal priests. "I know some," she said laugh¬ 
ingly.

H NGTF Petitions 
FCC To Require 
Ascertainment 
Of Gay Leaders 

A petition for a change I 
in tne rule-making has! 
been filed with the Fed¬ 
eral Communications 
Commission by the Na¬ 
tional Gay Task Force and 
143 other Gay groups. 
The petition requests that 
the FCC amend its 
community-leader survey 
checklist to include lead¬ 
ers of the Gay communi¬ 
ties in each broadcast 
area. 

The basis of the peti¬ 


tion is that broadcast 
licensees are required to 
operate in the public 
interest, and that this 
interest is served when 
programs are offered 
which address ALL signif¬ 
icant elements of the 
community. "Hence," the 
petition concludes, "the 
ascertainment process 
(the means by which com¬ 
munity input into pro¬ 
gramming decision is 
insured) cannot be struc¬ 
tured so as to exclude one 
substantial minority group 
in society. Amendment oil 
the community leader sur¬ 
vey checklist to include 
organizations of and for 
the Gay community is a 
vital first step toward in¬ 
suring service to this 
minority group by broad¬ 
casters. 

The petition points out 
that the present optional 
ascertainment of Gay 
leaders is insufficient. 
"The basic premise that a 
licensee cannot ignore a 
strongly expressed com¬ 
munity problem or need 
becomes meaningless 
when that need is voiced 
by a group which, by defi¬ 
nition, need not be con¬ 
sulted because it is not 
named on the ascertain¬ 
ment checklist." Just as 
the FCC has recognized 
the importance of women 
and racial minorities in 
the ascertainment proc¬ 
ess, it must now recognize 
that the problems, needs 
and interests of tne Gay 
community must also be 
served." 

To establish their con¬ 
tention that "in 1977 the 
failure to include Gay 
men and women as a sig¬ 
nificant 'status' group is a 
serious omission," NGTF 
and the other petitioners 
quote from a statement 
by Dr. Paul Gebhard, 
director of the Institute 
for Sex Research, whc 
said, "It is evident that 


when one speaks of homo¬ 
sexuality one is talking 
about something which in¬ 
volves millions, not thou¬ 
sands, of U.S. citizens, 
and that homosexuality is 
a phenomenon which, with 
only slight variations, ap¬ 
pears to cross all geo¬ 
graphic, ethnic and 
socioeconomic barriers in 
this country." The 

petitioners also presented 
evidence that licensees 
will have no difficulty 
identifying and contacting 
leaders oJTthis large inter¬ 
est group, all of wnom are 
ready ana eager to estab¬ 
lish a dialogue with broad¬ 
casters." There are 
currently more than 1,800 
Gay organizations in the 
U.S. Appended to the 
petition is a list of 14 Gay 
caucuses within religious 
denominations, 38 profes¬ 
sional Gay groups and 
over 200 student groups. 
Also appended is a direc¬ 
tory of community service 
organisations. 

Failure to include lead¬ 
ers of the Gay commu¬ 
nity, the petition states, 
"disregards the problems, 
needs and interests of 20 
million people. It engen¬ 
ders, at oest, stereo¬ 
typical presentation of 
Gay people and their 
problems in the broadcast 
media. At worst, the 
much-debated issue of the 
civil rights of the Gay 
community may be wholly 
ignored by those licensees 
who, not having consulted 
with leaders of the Gay 
community, deem it an 
unimportant issue." 

"The FCC itself," the 
petition continues, "has 
cautioned against using 
the ascertainment proce¬ 
dure merely to discover 
what is popular; the intent 
behind requiring license 
applicants to know their 
community is to promote 
open, healthy discussion 
of unpopular issues af-

Whether the effect is real or 
imagined, amyl nitrate has found 
a place in the sexual life of 
some individuals.

This was early 
in the Sixties, the years of the 
Beatles and a time when mind¬ 
expanding drugs first were 
being explored on a massive 
level.

Canadian Party 
Endorses 
Gay Rights 


WINNIPEG, MAN. - The 
New Democratic Party in 
Canada has called for leg¬ 
islation to bar "discrimi¬ 
nation against homosexu¬ 
als and Lebsians in the 
work force and to elimi¬ 
nate homosexuality as 
grounds for refusing 
custody to a divorced 
parent." 

During its recent con¬ 
vention. the NDP ac¬ 
cepted by a large majority 
a resolution calling for 
the removal of "sexual 
orientation" as a criterion 
for employment in the 
Canadian civil service. 
The resolution also saic 
that Gays should not be 
dismissed from any job 
because of their sexual 
orientation, and it urged 
the government to remove 
homosexuality and homo¬ 
sexual acts from the 
Divorce Act.

The Second 
World War was ending and 
I, eighteen and naive, had 
been drafted into the 
Army. Dudley was a 
corporal in my barracks. I 
first began to notice him 
because it was clear that 
he had noticed me. For 
one thing, he followed me 
into the shower. For an¬ 
other thing, he insisted 
upon knowing about my 
private life. Before I 
realized what was happen¬ 
ing, my private life had 
become his - and his had 


become mine. 

It was Dudley who in¬ 
troduced me to the Gay 
world. I soon discovered 
that he knew every queen 
on the post and that he 
held court every week-end 
at a hotel in a nearby 
city. Because of Dudley I 
was "brought out," as was 
said in those days. But 
there was something 
about Dudley that seemed 
strange to me when I 
looked back afterward. 
He never laid a hand on 
me, and to my knowledge 
he never laid a hand on 
anybody else, either. He

was a reigning queen, but 
the queen for all practical 
purposes appeared to be 
celibate. At the time, 
however, it didn't seem to 
matter. Why should it? 
Dudley was very generous, 
and he gave marvelous 
parties. 

When the war was over 
and I was discharged, I 
said good-by to Dudley, 
never expecting to see 
him again. 

Several years went by. 
I went to college and 
graduated; then in the 
early 1950's went to live 
in New York for graduate 
school. One evening I ran 
into Dudley in a bar in 
Greenwich Village. He 
too, was a graduate stu¬ 
dent, but at a different 
university. He lived with 
some other men in an 
apartment in midtown, 
but the men, he insisted, 
were all straight. For he 
had given up his Gay life 
and was devoted to what 
he called "something more 
serious" - a career in busi¬ 
ness. 

I saw a lot of Dudley in 
New York. We went to 
dinner, to the theater, and 
to concerts together. But 
I never saw his apartment, 
and I never met nis room¬ 
mates. He came to my 
apartment only once - be¬ 
cause, he said, he didn't 
approve of my lover. 
There was something prig¬ 
gish about Dudley, and I 
came to like him less and 
less. The last time I saw 
Dudley in New York, he 
told me with an air of 
self-righteousness, "Some¬ 
day you'll outgrow your 
homosexuality. 

More than ten years 
went by. In the mid- 
1960's I was teaching in a 
college in the Midwest, 
and one day a book sales¬ 
man appeared in my of¬ 
fice. It was Dudley. He 
had deliberately looked 
me up. I was surprised to 
see him, and I wasn't 
especially pleased when 
he decided to spend the 
night in the small college 
town so that we could 
talk. 

Dudley was struggling 
to prosper in the world. 
He had gone deeply into 
debt to buy a large house 
in a fashionable suburb of 
Chicago. He expected to 
obtain an executive posi¬ 
tion with the company he 
worked for. But most 
important of all, he had 
married. And that had 
created a problem for 
Dudley. After he had 
consumed half a bottle of 


once told me, of course, 
and he has never said any¬ 
thing more about his sex 
life. I am aware, how¬ 
ever, that he has not 
solved his problem. The 
wife complains to me 
occasionally that Dudley 
is "stuffy" - and indeed he 
is. He has become a 
ranting reactionary, and I 
sometimes wonder how 
the wife puts up with him. 
Nevertheless, the mar¬ 
riage has endured for fif¬ 
teen years, and meanwhile 
Dudley has developed 
other interests. He has 
made it his business to 
find out about the sex 
lives of everybody in his 
neighborhood - and, I 
daresay, of everybody he 
meets. He gets his sex 

vicariously, it would 
seem. 

In June of this year I 
went to visit Dudley and 
his wife at their house in 


suburban Chicago. Dudley 
was sure that he had a big 
surprise for me, but I was 
not surprised at all. He 
triumphantly announced 
that fie had. done so well 
in business last year that 
he was able to contribute 
several hundred dollars to 
the "Save Our Children" 
campaign. Moreover, he 
said to me in all serious¬ 
ness, "I did it for your 
sake, Jack. Deep inside, 
you know that homosexu¬ 
ality is wrong." 

Is Dudley raving mad? 
There is no escaping the 
fact that he raves, out I 
don't think he is certifi- 
ably mad. He is simply an 
extreme example of the 
American antihomosexual 
pursuing his own interests. 
Those interests, of course, 
are necessarily sexual. 
For Dudley is a person 
who has never been able 
to accept his own sexual¬ 
ity.

Meanwhile, the rock 
kept rolling: Jerry Lee 
Lewis, Everly Bros., The 
Platters, The Del-Vikings, 
Buddy Holly. Little Joe 
and the Thrillers, Frankie 
Lymon, The Three D's, 
The Coasters, Huey Smith 
& The Clowns, Dion and 
the Belmonts, Duane Eddy 
and his twangy guitar, et 
al. Then there was the 
Spector sound. "surf" 
rock, Motown, the British 
Invasion, folk-rock, acid 
rock, hard cock rock, glit¬ 
ter rock, space rock and 
punk rock. And watch 
out, people, 'cause it's 
still rolling! 

It was obvious from 
Howie's first column that 
we shared a common atti¬ 
tude: namely; that rock 
as a musical form is still 
alive, still evolving and 
worthy of discussion, 
exploration and respect. 
If you've been reading 
Howie's "Hot Wax" col¬ 
umns, you're already 
aware of his considerable 
commitment to and inde¬ 
fatigable enthusiasm for 
rock. Throughout the 
year ; I've watched his 
writing become clearer, 
more personal and just 
all-around brighter. Now 
he's so fuckiiv good that 
he's been made editor of 
NEW WAVE, an excellent 
publication that details 
the exciting new surge of 
energy that's currently 
transforming rock and 
other contemporary art 
forms (and some that ain't 
been formed yet). If 
you've been intrigued, 
entertained, informed and 
amused by Howie's col¬ 
umn, you'll appreciate 
NEW WAVE. It costs a 
buck, and you can buy it 
at most local record 
stores. Look for it, look 
at it, and see for yourself 
that there's nothing else 
quite like it on the news¬ 
stand. 

Since Howie's moved on 
to bigger arenas for his 
talent. I'll be taking over 
his column. As you might 
reasonably have presumed 
by now, Til continue to 
write about rock and 
other alternatives to 
disco. Every once in a 
while; though, Til probably 
surprise even myself and 
go ape-shit over some 
disco number. Tm like 
anyone else; sometimes I 
just can't help myself. 
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BENJI —Second Dog to ever make the Animal Hall of Fame. 

The life of a Hollywood star is not easy. There 
he lies, sound asleep after an exhausting round of 
two T.V. shows and a radio interview. When I arrive 
at the Hyatt Union, he raises his head to take a 
quick look, manages a feeble wag of the tail and 
goes right back To sleep. Well! I’ve done dull 
interviews before; but never has the subject gone to 
sleep on me BEFORE the interview. Fortunately, 
Benji, the wonder dog of films, has brought along 
Frank and Juanita Inn, his trainers, to talk for him. 

Actually, this Benji is the son of the original, 
the original Benji was 13 years old when producer/ 
director Joe Camp decided to make a film about a 
dog. The film was a phenomenon of the industry, 
racking up incredible grosses and shooting the little 
but lovable dog to stardom. Now, "For the Love of 
Benji, at the Alexandria and UA Stonestown, stars 
the two year old son while the original, at 17, stays 
home and counts his biscuits. 

r j Be 9ji is pure mutt. Asked to describe what kind 
of dog is Benji, jovial Frank Inn tilts his sailor cap a 
little and smiles: We call him a cross between 

Burbank and Hollywood. He has a definite guest 
b ® r ^ a 8 e * __ We found the original at an animal 
shelter. He s just a dog, but he knows he's loved by 
everyone. 7 

Frank Inn has spent the bulk of his life training 
animals for T.V. and films. Remember Cleo the 
basset hound,on "People's Choice," Arnold the pig on 
Green Acres," Old Bfue in "No Time for Sergeants"? 
All Frank Inn trained. He has won over 40 Patsy 
Awards (the animal Oscar) and with Benji, has the 
S( | c ° n< i dog to ever be honored into the Animal Hall 
of Fame (the first was Lassie). And Inn spent 13 
years as the assistant trainer to Lassie early in his 
career, so it seems only fitting that Lassie came out 
of retirement to attend Benji's premiere in Dallas. 

Trying to keep Benji simple and unspoiled is not 
easy with The heady smell of success. He eats steak, 
cottage cheese ana ice cream, rides in a limousine, 
has been presented with a tree-to-the-city and a key 
to the Playboy Club ("He chased the bunnies 
around ), had a $300-a-day suite at the Cannes Film 
Festival and is the only animal ever allowed to stay 
in the Imperial Hotel in Tokyo, the Fountainbleu in 
Miami, and the Hyatt Union in San Francisco. But 
when the promo tour is over, Benji goes back home 
to see his father and live on the farm with all of 
Inns other animals. Says Juanita Inn, "We have a 
king-size bed because I have a king-size husband and 
Benji insists on sleeping at the foot of the bed." 

.^rank I 1111 is a good subject for a movie himself. 
His life has been colorful, to say the least, and he 
has stories galore; he's a great interview. His 
trademark is nis cap, which he never takes off . . . 
which can cause grave displeasure at posh eateries. 
Juanita — "Restaurants throw Frank out because he 
won't take his hat off but Benji is welcome. Shall 
we say he's a character?!" Then Frank recalls when 
they smuggled Benji into a restaurant, the maitre'd 
requestea he remove his cap and he replied, 'Td 
rather not. Besides, if I take off my cap, then I 
suppose you'll tell me I can't have my dog in here!"

Frank — "We've been married 31 years. I 
courted her on the back of a brahma bull. I think my 
greatest compliment came one day when I overheard 
Juanita talking with friends about reincarnation and 
she said, 'I'd like to come back as one of Frank's 
animals. He treats them so well.' I guess she means 
I treat my animals better than my wife. Can you 
imagine coming home and finding a coyote in bed?" 
(His wife seems to have withstood 31 years of 
surprises very well; she's a lovely lady with a 
forthright manner and a good sense of humor, which 
God knows must be a prerequisite to surviving over 
300 animals, ranging from mountain lions to bears to 
Benji.) 

Now 61, Frank Inn started his career 40 years 
ago by riding bucking horses for $3.00 a week. He 
slept in the stable on the horses' cleaner blankets, 
took eggs from the chickens and milked the cows to 
feed himself. Then one day he saved a studio boss's 
life who was on a runaway horse. Given a better 
job, things were going just fine until he was hit by a 
car and thrown 65 feet. "I broke both my arms and 
legs and had a fractured skull. I was pronounced 
dead and sent to the morgue. Then they discovered I 
was still breathing a little but said Id never walk 
again. I didn't want to live; I wasn t right in the 
mmd. I drank some iodine; that didn t work. I 
chewed up glass, but discovered the big pieces 
wouldn't go into the bloodstream, so then I tried to 
cut my wrist. Finally? a stuntman friend gave me a 
scared puppy named Jeep as I sat in my wheelchair 
not wanting to do anything. We learned together; I 
discovered that training by reward, Jeep would fetch 
the paper, open the door by himself. And slowly he 
motivated me to want to live again. And that s how 
I became an animal trainer. I was given a job as 
assistant trainer to 'Lassie and eventually went out 


on my own. , 

Inn, who's worked with every animal imaginable, 
ranks dogs, chimps, seals and porpoises at top of the 
intelligence scale. Even chickens - chickens are 
very smart and they have a little bitty brain. . . 
There are no stupid breeds of dogs. Everything 
depends upon environment, circumstance, education 
and the opportunities they get. A dog may be 
smarter than Benji, but it he s never asked to do 
anything, you'll never know it." Juanita disagrees - 
"Afghans and huskies are dumb. We had one nuskie 
who laid down in the snow and howled when he found 
he was supposed to pull a sled. Now that s dumb! 

I ask the Inns why they think "Benji" has been so 
successful. "It's good clean entertainment. A lot ox 
people think it's cute to hear a kid say. Oh, shit, 
onscreen, but some kids that see that will pick it up. 
'Benji' was made for a lot of good people whod like 
to take their children to a picture and not be bored 
themselves. It's better than just a dog picture. It 
they see 'For the Love of Benji and say, T liked it 
better than the first,' then Joe Camp will be a happy 
man. Joe says he will never disappoint the people. 
Walt Disney was Joe's idol. The original Benji was 
patterned after 'Lady and the Tramp. But the 
Disney people just aren't doing justice to his name 
any more." 


Benji, who has remained disinterestedly asleep 
throughout our interview ("We'll tell him you were 
here") suddenly rolls over and focuses his huge brown 
sorrowful eyes on me. It's an intelligent face, alive 
with an emotional flexibility that separates the 
superstar from the pack. Benji can register happi- 
ness or sadness on cue, ana Frank prpceeds to 
demonstrate a few of Benji's simpler tricks. We 
shake hands politely, Benji runs ana sits on cue and 
then Benji hops back on the sofa to finish his nap, 
head comfortably ensconced in Juanitas lap. Being 
a star is playing havoc with his rest. 


But Frank Inn loves it. Benji has suddenly 
thrust him into the spotlight as well, after all those 
years cueing animals behind the camera. ine 
corpulent Mr. Inn sums it up - "I am proud of what 
Tve done. I really thought Td done everything that 
can be done . . . and then Benji came along.

Unfortunately, the re¬ 
viewer simply did not 
understand a basic idea 
underlying Gay literature 
until recent times. This 
principle has been well 
delineated by Roger 
Austen in "Playing The 
Game" which I discussed 
recently. For years Gays 
have been forced by our 
sexually repressive soci¬ 
ety to adopt a unique 
method cf homoerouc 
shorthand where feelings 
were disguised as things 
vague and harmless. That 
is, the writer is told to 
keep his characters 
trapped in the closet. The 
lesson is illustrated in a 

f ood many of the stories 
ound here.

Yet a 
man can no more slay a 
living desire in him than 
he can prevent his body 
from feeling heat ana 
cold. He can put himself 
into bondage, to prevent 
the fulfillment of the 
desire, that is all. But the 
desire is there, as the 
traveling of the blood it¬ 
self is there, until it is 
fulfilled or until the body 
is dead. 

"So he went, month 
after month, year after 
year, divided against him¬ 
self, striving for the day 
when the beauty of men 
should not be so acutely 
attractive to him, when 
the beauty of women 
should move him instead. 

"But the day came no 
nearer, rather, it went 
further away. His deep 
dread was that it would 
always be so, that he 
would never be free. His 
life would have been one 
long torture of struggle 
against his own innate 


desire, his own innate be¬ 
ing. But to be so divided 
against himselfj this is 
terrible, a nullification of 
all being." 

Other dazzling prose 
tempts us. "Momma by 
John Horne Burns is espe¬ 
cially insightful for when 
it was written (1947). 
Burns is considered by 
those who know to be one 
of the pioneer Gay writers 
of the post-war era. 

There are also moments 
of sly humor and high 
camp provided by Tennes¬ 
see Williams ("Two On A 
Party") and Gore Vidal's 
bitchy "Pages From An 
Abandoned Journal." 

If you wish subtle 
sketches of closet types 
trapped in their own delu¬ 


sions ttien read John 
O'Hara ("Jurge Dul- 
rumple") or James Purdy 
("You May Safely Gaze"). 

The women have not 
been slighted either. Try 
Radclyfie Hall, Elizabetn 
Taylor, Doris Betts and a 
few others. Jane Rule 
("Middle Children") is 
especially good. 

Other authors of more 
than passing interest 
include Graham Greene, 
Christopher Isherwood, 
James T. Farrell and E. 
M. Forster.

Take A Cop 
Home For 
Lunch

The Sam Jose Vice 
Squad has used a consider¬ 
able amount of the tax¬ 
payers' money this year to 
make themselves avail¬ 
able" to the Gay commu¬ 
nity. 

We've had an impressive 
array of handsome under¬ 
cover officers posing on 
street corners in the 
downtown area, with the 
specific goal of taping 
conversations with Gays 
then making an arrest for 
"solicitation" if the topic 
turns to sex. 

There has been strong 
reaction to this tactic, 
with 165 arrests made to 
date: outrage from the 

Gay community^ meetings 
with police officials, and 
some embarrassed cops 
fiddling with their tape 
recorders. 

The Vice Squad seems 
to have lost some of their 
enthusiasm for the "hunt" 
as a result of all the 
publicity, but the problem 
still exists. 

There is a major con¬ 
flict of law that needs to 
be clarified (647(a) vs. the 
Consenting Adults Bill) 
and until resolved, Gays 
who cruise or attempt to 
relate to what "appears" 
to be another Gay are 
risking arrest. 

A few guidelines have 
emerged from the re¬ 
search and legal hassles of 
the 647(a) issue. 

If you insist on your 


freedom to associate with 
the intent of meeting a 

E artner to "consent" with, 
e aware that the hunky 
dude loitering in dark 
doorways maybe a cop. 

Basic rule number one 
is DO NOT discuss sex. 
What does one talk about 
at 2 AM with what ap¬ 
pears to be a consenting 
adult? Needlepoint? If 
you're not into the nice¬ 
ties of stitchery, try light 
conversation about elec¬ 
tronics. Ask him if he can 
tell the difference be¬ 
tween the real Aretha 
Franklin and the Memorex 
tape. 

Basic rule number two 
separates the cops from 
the men. When you've run 
out of small talk (and tape 
- they only get 45 mintues 
per side, and it's a bitch 
changing tapes when the 
recorder is hidden), ask 
him home for anything but 
sex. If it's a cop, he will 
not go into the privacy of 
your home to make a 
647(a) arrest. If you don't 
have a place to go, ask 
him "home" anyway - he'll 
get rid of you fast if he's 
a cop. Incidentally, if he 
does agree to go with you, 
don't offer to give him a 

S [uick course in body 
anguage enroute. Wait 
until you are safely behind 
closed doors. 

Don't agree to go to his 
place. You may end up at 
a nearby motel with Sgt. 
Hernandez doing imper¬ 
sonations of a doorman. 


Finally, look but don't 
touch. What you see may 
not be what you'll get. 
With the warm summer 
weather, it's more diffi¬ 
cult to conceal a tape 
recorder. They use *a 
compact model with built 
in mike, so don't reach for 
the fast forward button if 
he is displaying an omi¬ 
nous bulge anywhere. 

To spare yourself a lot 
of unnecessary grief (and 
the taxpayers expense for 
prosecution), assume that 
you are in fact talking to 
a cop and ask him home 
for lunch. If he’s a vice 
officer, he won't come. In 
which case, you haven't 
missed very much.

David Edmundson, 32, 
helped 80 San Jose clients 
obtain $2 million in con¬ 
tracts and drew up appli¬ 
cation ’packages to 
lenders that resulted in 
$1.9 million in loans. 

The center's services 
are free. "And not only 
for minorities, said 
Edmundson. "We can help 
all small businessmen who 
qualify." A client can be 
a businessman with finan¬ 
cial troubles, or someone 
with an idea but no way to 
put it in action. 

Edmundson’s staff has 
experts in contract devel¬ 
opment, management and 
technical assistance, con¬ 
struction, estimating, 

finance and secretarial 
skills. 

The center will help a 
business until it can stand 
on its own, Edmundson 
said. The 1977-78 goal is 

to aid 125 clients plus 
offer monthly training 
courses helping business¬ 
men upgrade their firms. 

Fledgling companies are 
shown potential markets, 
limitations and how to get 
business.
